St. Rose Hospital 
Endorsed by BTC 
For Fund Raising 


Joe Egan, Plasterers 112, was 


| by BTC unions to help raise a 
construction of St. Rose hospi- 
tal, at the last meeting of the 
Building Trades Council. 

The ‘endorsement of the St. 
Rose project was moved by 
|Charles Roe, Hayward Carpen- 
|ters 1622. Roe said that the 
proposed 200-bed hospital pro- 
jected for the Dominican Sis- 
ters, would cost less than a 
100-bed addition to Eden hos- 
pital. 

St. Rose hospital is 
built at Hesperian boulevard 
and the Eastshore freeway, and 
will be a 7-story building, mor- 
ern in every respect. Construc- 
tion is expected to take approx- 
imately two years. 

The public fund being raised 
is one of three sources of the 
money for the project. The 
Dominican Sisters are pledging 
up to $500,000, and the remain- 
der of the needed funds — 
$2,200,000—has been applied for 
from federal and state govern- 
ments under provisions of the 
Hill-Burton act, which helps 
local areas finance critically 
needed hospitals. The project 
was moved early this year from 
56th to 18th place on the pri- 
ority list of state hospital proj- 
ects. It stands third on the 
list of projects eligible for aid 
under the Hill-Burton act.

The executive committee re- 
ported that the two-year con- 
tract ends tonight (Friday), 
that there have been five ne- 
gotiation meetings since July, 
that recently the proprietors, 
represented by Sam Axtell of 
the United Employers, had 
made an offer which the union 
rejected. 

Harris Wilkin, secretary- 
treasurer of Local 870, later told 
the delegates that the union 
had been particularly desirous 
of avoiding a strike because of 
the number of other unions af- 
fected, since many drug stores 
are located in shopping centers 
and places where other unions 
have members working. 

“But today,’ said Wilkin, “we 
met with the employers for the 
third time with a Federal con- 
ciliator present, and very little 
progress seemed to be mace.” 

The so-called fringe issues 
involved in the dispute, said 
Wilkin, are of great importance 
to the membership, and the 
employers’ offer was rejected 
“overwhelmingly by secret bal- 
lot.”

The Two Parties’ Records 


The Machinist, that weekly labor paper than which 


there isn't any more lively—in fact, it’s one of our favor- 


ite than-whichers—has in its August 16 issue “The Voting 
Record of Your Congressmen and Senators’’ in the 84th 


Congress. 


Eleven key issues are listed on which Senators voted. 

Senator Kuchel — he’s up for reélection or defeat in 
November—is shown to have voted wrong 7 times out 
Senator Knowland voted wrong 11 times out of 
11. Both Kuchel and Knowland, if you've forgotten, are 
Republicans. 

In the House, Representative Allen, Republican, voted 
wrong on 8 out of 10 key issues; Repesentative Miller, 
Democrat, is listed as voting right 9 times out of the 10. 

Americans for Democratic Action, which has many labor 


people in its membership, has published the results of a study | 
of how Democrats and Republicans voted on 14 key issues 


in the Senate, and on 7 in the House. 

ADA said that in the Senate the Democrats, supported the 
liberal position 72% of the time as compared with 30‘% for 
he Republicans. '
